Traditions are wondrous things. 
No college would be quite ac- 
ceptable or complete without its 
own particular set of them. They 
are morale boosters, they are 
memory builders, and everybody 
wants andhelps to pepetuate 
them. The students are most cer- 
tainly for them, and even the in- 
structors have a soft spot-in their 
hearts for them. 

But they can be lost. They can 
be forcefully discontinued. There 
is one main way for this to come 
to pass. That way is by overdo- 
ing them—abusing them. 

Already we are abusing and 
overdoing our mud-hole_ tradi- 
tion.

The same case applies to pun- 
ishments for infringements of 
Ribbonero rules. Carrying them 
to extremes leads to unpleasant 
consequences, and that tradition 
may be tossed out the window. 

Such happenings would be def: 
initely against the grain of our 
desires. We would not only be 
depriving ourselves of a thing 
from which we derive a great 
deal of enjoyment, but future
